LAW VERY STRICTLY 

The public is warned that authori¬ 
ties have been instructed to prosecute 
severely any violations of the Alberta 
Liquor Act. Certain privileges have 
been extended under the recent a- 
mendments, but it is intended there 
shall be no abuse of these privileges. 

It is permitted to purchase beer at 
licensed hotels, to be consumed at 
home. But this beer must not be con¬ 
sumed on the way, or in any public 
place. There must be no wayside 
drinking, and it is not difficult for a 
check to be made on anyone under 
suspicion. Any violation of the law 
carries a stiff penalty, and a strict 
observance is in the interest of the 
public and the individual.

FOR EMPIRE DAY

“The well-being and happiness of 
493 million people depend upon Em¬ 
pire prosperity, and undoubtedly the 
peace of the world is largely a fleeted 
by the influence which the Empire 
can exert upon international prob¬ 
lems. For this influence our combined 
strength is necessary. 

“The Empire Day-Movement exists 
to impress upon the people of the Em¬ 
pire their responsibility in these mat¬ 
ters. 

“May this Empire Day be celebrat¬ 
ed with one thought in each mind: 
that our Empire, with God’s blessing, 
shall grow stronger and stronger in 
the cause of World Peace and Pros¬ 
perity.” 

POWLETT HAZING CASE 

The five members of the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court of Al¬ 
berta who considered the appeal of 
the University of Alberta against 
Justice Ives decision in the Powlett 
case, have given their judgment. A 
majority judgment reduces the award 
for damages from $56,860 to 21,860. 
Armand Powlett, victim of hazing 
was awarded $15,000 and his father 
$6,860. Two members of the Appeal 
Court, Mr. Justice Eiwng and Mr. 
Jusitce Mitchell allowed the appeal of 
the’ defendants and dismissed the 
claim of-both plaintiffs with costs. 
But the three other justices were in 
the majority. The cross appeal of Mr. 
Powlett Sr. asked that his award be 
raised from $6,860 to $50,000. This 
was dismissed by all five justices.

HOW DENMARK GOT, 
BRIT BACON TRADE 

Years ago Denmark realized the 
possibilities of the British market and 
the government of that country co- 
i operated with the farmers to estab¬ 
lish Danish bacon there on the basis 
of quality. Only the most suitable 
product was exported to Britain. The 
lower grades -were used at home or 
shipped to the less exacting markets 
in other parts of Europe. In 1932 Den 
mark sold about 800,000,009 pounds of 
bacon In Britain. The Danes are not 
concerned about show- ring awards; 
only performance counts. Their breed 
ing stock mostly comes from special 
breeding stations where only sows of 
known fertility, health, type and eco¬ 
nomical feeding are concerned. There 
is a yearly inspection and four pigs 
are taken out) of every litter and put 
through a feeding and slaughter test. 
As a result of this careful, practical 
breeding, Danish bacon has been set 
the standard for the British market. 

It is a "practice such as this the 
Canadian farmer must follow if he 
wants to maintain and extend his 
market for bacon for.the export of 
hog products is mostly in the form 
of Wiltshire sides. Development of 
this industry, fraught with such en-l 
couraging possibilities, depends to a 
considerable extent on the Canadian 
farmer. But the Dominion and pro¬ 
vincial departments of agriculture re¬ 
alize that he needs guidance and as¬ 
sistance, not necessarily financial, but 
in other practical ways. And these 
departments, appreciating the poten¬ 
tialities of the industry and what the 
export market means in monetary re¬ 
turns to general business in Canada, 
are co-operating to help him.

FEDERAL LOANS 
WESTERN CANADA 

Amount So Far Paid Out to Meet 
l>ebt Payments, Help Farmers or 
Give Relief 

The loans which Canada has made 
to the Canadian West fall under three 
general heads: (1) To cover maturing 
provincial debts; (2) To assist far, 
mers including purchase of seed 
grain); (3) To help the provinces 
with their share' of direct’ relief or 
relief works, or to enable them to 
help municipalities with the same. 
The last item requires further ex¬ 
planation. The Dominion pays its 
of the relief costs—a contribu¬ 
tion, not a loan. Then it lends some 
provinces the money to meet part of 
the third for which each province iis 
responsible. In addition it lends some 
provinces a fuilher amount which 
they in turn advance to municipalities 
in order that the municipal third of 
the relief cost may also be met. In 
other words, the Dominion pays a 
third of- the relief and lends part of 
the other two-thirds. These various 
loans to the West were summed up 
in the budget speech as follows:
